FACTS AND FIGURES 
ABOUT MANY FIRMS 


Senator Logan Proposes 


Government Take Over 
Profits of Industry Above 
Fair Return to Labor and 


Capital. 


By the Asscciated Press, 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—With 
charts and pointer, Senator Norris 
began,in the Senate today an at- 
tack on what he referred to as the 
“spider” of corporate control by 
New York banks. 

As the veteran chairman of the 
Judiciary Committee stoutly assail- 
ed eight large New York banks for 
what he termed their vice-like grip 
on trade and industry through a 
web of directorships, Senator Lo- 
gan (Dem.), Kentucky, a newcomer 
to the Senate, proposed that the 
Government take over the profits 
of industry above a fair return to 
capital and labor. — . 

Disclaiming any “svggestion of 
radicalism,” the former Kentucky 
Judge said his plan would “destroy 
all incentive to take from the pub- 
lic more than a fair return.” The 
recaptured profits would be used 
for “the best interests of the pub- 
lic.” 


“Web of Wall Street.” 

Pointing to a chart eight feét 
square entitled “Spider Web of 
Wall Street,” the Nebraskan told 
the Senate it did not “come any- 
where near” being big enough to 
show all the corporations under the 
influence of the New York finan- 
cial center. 

“There isn't wall space in this 
Senate chamber that would hold 
the map,” he said. “Instead of 120 
major corporations, shown here, 
there would be thousands.” 

He led his colleagues through 
the maze of facts and figures in 
painstaking fashion. 

Pointing to the eight legs of the 
huge black spider, he said these 
represented J. P. Morgan & Co., 
Guaranty Trust Co., Bankers’ Trust 
Co. and the First National, Irving 
Trust Co., Central Hanover, Nation- 
al City and Chase National banks. 

A weblike, maze of black lines he 
described as connecting these eight 
banks with 120 major corporations 
by means of interlocking director- 
ates.

The great banking houses, he 
said, “can control practically any 


corporation of any size in the Unit- |. 


ed States.” 

The National City Bank of New 
York, officers of which were testi- 
fying in the stock market investi- 
gation, hé said, has at the present 
time seven directorships in aviation 
companies, 41 in other banks, 104 
in miscellaneous corporations, 44 in 
insurance companies, 102 in manu- 
facturing companies, 29 in trans- 
portation and 115 in public utilities. 

Seven “Morgan banks,” he said, 
have 2242 directorshfps in various 
corporations. 

“Slaves of Money Trust.” 

“We are just slaves at the mercy 
o fthis money trust,” said Norris, 
as he pointed to the eight spreading 
legs of the great spider. 

“Today,” he added, “if the Gov- 
ernment wanted to take over the 
railroads, we wolud only have to go 
to one man—just one man—J. P. 
Morgan. That's true of many other 
corporations. They (the eight 
banks) can control the lowering 
and raising of wages, change the 
conditions of labor, and raise or 
lower the output simply because 
they control the money of the Unit- 
ed States. 

“Railroad officials are only their 
servants, Official so fother corpo- 
rations—whether they like it or not 
are compelled to obey the com- 
mands that come from Wall street.” 

Trailing off into the stock mar- 
ket inquiry by the Banking Com- 
mittee, Norris recalled testimony by 
Charles E. Mitchell, chairman of 
the National City Bank.

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FEDERAL TRADE COMMISSION 
FUND DOUBLED BY SENATE 


Increase in Appropriation to Fnable 
Continued Power and Chain 
Store Inquiry. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.--The 
Senate today passed and returned 
to the House the billion-dollar ap- 
propriation bill for the independent 
bureaus of the Government. The 
measure carried $1,003,726,000, in- 
cluding more than $900,000,000 for 
the Veterans’ Bureau. 
The Senate boosted the fund for 
the Federal Trade Commission 
from $510,000 as approved by the 
House to $1,081,500, so the commis- 
sion could continue its power utili- 
ties and chain store investigations. 
An appropriation of $146,298 for 
the Bureau of Efficiency was elim- 
inated at the request of Senator 
King (Dem.), Utah. This, and the 
raising of the Trade Commission 
fund, were the only changes in the 
bill made on the floor. The bill 
goes back to the House for action 
on Senate amendments. 


15 PERSONS HURT IN CRASH 
OF CHICAGO ELEVATED TRAINS 


Fire Breaks Out After Passenger 
Runs Into Coal Carrier at 
West Side Station. 
CHICAGO, Feb. 23.—Fifteen per- 
sons were hurt and many shaken 
up, most of them woman shoppers, 
when a Loop-bound elevated train 
crashed into a coal train halted at a 
West Side station today. 
The three-car passenger train 
buckled at the impact and men and 
women in panic rushed to doors and 
windows in an effort to escape. Fire 
broke out in the wooden structure 
of one car, but firemen from a sta- 
tion a half block away quickly ex- 
tinguished it. The passenger 
train had crossed to the westbound 
track and then dashed into the rear 
end of the coal supply train. 
The 40 passengers on the elevated 
train shouted frantically for help as 
smoke arose from the fire. Half a 
ton of coal was jolted from the 
work train and sent pedestrians 
scurrying as it crashd to the street 
below. Firemen broke windows of 
the passenger coaches and helped 
the occupants to safety.

Wife Alive in 1917. 
Strickland had been married 
previously, the first Mrs. Strick- 
land, who died in 1917, being a pa- 
tient at the Fulton State Asylum. 
Rodgers, who for several years at- 
tended to the repairing of the roofs 
of the grocer’s 10 houses, declared 
he never heard of that marriage. 
The petitioner asserts she went 
through a civil ceremony with 
Strickland, believing he was single, 
and did not know to the contrary 
until the death of the first Mrs.

McCawley Would Submit to 
Voters Question of Providing 
Fund Through Realty Tax.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 23.—A 
proposed new constitutional amend- 


ment authorizing old age pensions 
in Missouri, whith provides such 
pension plan must be financed by 
taxing real estate and personal 
property, would be submitted to 
voters of the State through a reso- 
lution introduced in the House to- 
day by Representatives McCawley 
of Jasper County and Presley of 
Dallas County. 


McCawley said the people of the 
State had been “bunked” by the 
phraseology of the amendment 
adopted in the general election last 
November, authorizing old age 
pensions, because it contained noth- 
ing indicating that additional tax- 
ation would be necessary to pay 
such pensions. ) 

The amendment adopted in No- 
vember merely provides that noth- 
ing in the Constitution shall be con- 
strued to prevent the Legislature 
from granting, or authorizing the 
granting, of pensions to persons 
more than 70 years of age who are 
incapacitated from earning a live- 
lihood and are without means of 
support. 

The McCawley-Presley amend- 
ment provides pensions for persons 
more than 65 years of age, who are 
incapable of earning a livelihood 
and have no means of support. 

No definite action to provide pen- 
sions is likely in this session of the 
Legislature, due to lack of funds. 
The cost of a pending plan for 
pensions of $25 a month has been 
estimated at about $2,000,000 a year. 

Headed by Arthur E. Bostwick, li- 
brarian of St. Louis, proponents of 
an old-age pension law authorized 
by the voters last November, ap- 
peared last night before the State 
Pensions Committee, which is con- 
sidering the Buford bill.

J. Cassidy of St. Louis, spoke for 
the Buford bill. Other speakers in-

OF ACTIVITIES 


Cost of ‘Campaign and Ad- 
ministration Budgeted at 
$25,000 or 4 Pct. of 
Amount Sought. 


The 20 Community Fund charac- 
ter building agencies which will 
seek $600,000 in a campaign to be 
formally opened tonight at Hotel 
Chase are engaged in supplying fa- 
cilities for recreation and educa- 
tion, serving about 125,000 resi- 
dents of St. Louis and the county. 
Of these, it is estimated, about 25,- 
000 are adults, 

The total sought is approximate- 
ly what the agencies received last 


year from the Community Fund, al- 
though there has been a material 
increase in their activities because 
of unemployment and the conse- 
quent greater need for leisure time 
activities. The goal is about 45 
per cent of the estimated total ex- 
penditures of the agencies for this 
year. The balance is to be obtained 
from fees charged for some ser- 
vices, endowments and gifts from 
interested individuals. 


Steger Describes Work. 


While the agencies obtain 55 
per cent of their revenue from 
sources other than the Community 
Fund, at least 75 per cent of their 
work is with the under-privileged, 
according to E. G. Steger, director 
of the fund. Some of the agencies 
deal only with the under-privileged. 

Until this year the character 
building agencies made their ap- 
peal through the Community Fund 
with the relief organizations. A 
separate campaign is being held 
this year, following the United Re- 
lief Campaign, at the suggestion of 
the Mayor’s Committee of 600. Cam- 
paign and administration expenses 
have been budgeted at about 4 per 
cent of the goal, $20,000 for the 
cost of the campaign and $5000 for 
administration. 

The T. M. C. A., largest of the 

organizations participating, last 
year spent $611,601, of which 77 per 
| cent was derived from fees for the 
use of its dormitories, cafeterias, 
| gymnasiums and other facilities 
for which charges are made. The 


per cent, or $114,961, and individual 
gifts for the balance. 

The Y operates five buildings and 
three summer camps. Enrolled in 
its activities are 60,000 men and 
boys. Its free services during 1932 
included 2017 meals, 2685 nights of 
lodging, use of its buildings by 
clubs of unemployed boys and 
scholarships to its night schools.

Work of Boy Scouts. 

The Boy Scouts, with 292 troops, 
have a program of woodcraft, ath- 
letics, signaling, camping and oth- 
er activities which engage the in- 
terest of about 900 scouts. There 
are also 44 Cub Packs, for boys of 
pre-scout age, and 10 Sea Scout 
units, for boys from 15 to 20 years 
old. About 1300 scouts, it is esti- 
mated, live in under-privileged 
neighborhoods. 


The Girl Scouts have a similar 
program, adapted to their require- 
ments. There are 139 troops of 
3066 scouts, about 20 per cent of 
whom are in the under-privileged 
group. 

Four of the 20 agencies are settle- 
ment houses, where libraries, gym- 
nasiums, playgrounds and other fa- 
cilities for recreation and education 
are available. The average month- 
ly attendance last year at organized 
clubs and classes of the sett:ement 
houses was 2899. Those participat- 
ing in the campaign are Neighbor- 
hood Association, 1000 North Nine- 
teenth street; Wesley House, 3055 
Bell avenue; Kingdom House, 1106 
Hickory street, and Holy Cross Cor: 
poration, 2600 Hanley street. 


The Big Brother Organization 
interests business men in individ- 


ual under-privileged boys in need 
of friendship and advice. Last year

The Big Sisters and Girls Pro- 
tective Department of the Board 
of Religious Organizations per- 
formed a similar service for 698 
girls. Some were placed in homes 
where they had an opportunity to 
go to school and earn a little 
spending money. 

The Board of Religious Organ- 
izations has as members about 6000 
women. They are engaged in such 
activities as teaching English and 
citizenship, distributing books and 
magazines and providing entertain- 
ment for patients at city institu- 
tions, and volunteer service to re- 
lief agencies.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23. — The 
Coinage Committee voted yesterday 
to demand House action before 
March 4 on legislation that would 
tap the world’s silver supply for 
$250,000,000 worth of new money. 
It approved, by a 9-to-1 vote, the 
silver coinage bill it rejected Tues- 
day, 8 to 3, and instructed Chair- 
man Somers (Dem.), New York, to 
make every effort to place the mea- 
sure before the House between now 
and the end of the short session. 
Somers said he was “even more 
confident of the prospective success 
of the bill in the Senate than in the 


House.” He planned to ask the 
Rules Committee chairman to let 
his measure have legislative prefer- 
ence in the flood of bills in the clos- 
ing days of Congress. 
The bill would, in five years, add 
$250,000,000, or slightly more, to the 
$800,000,000 in silver certificates al- 
ready circulating. That would be 
accomplished in this way: 
The Treasury would be authorized 
to buy in five years not more than 
$250,000,000 worth of silver bullion. 
Part of this buillion woul be 
coined into silver dollars, and sil- 
ver certificates issued against those 
dollars. The rest of the bullion 
would be held as a reserve in the 
Treasury. 
The silver purchases would be 
limited to 40,000,000 ounces a month 
and prices gradually increasing 
from 40 to 75 cents. At present, 
silver brings a little more than 25 
cents an ounce on the market. 
The new silver certificates, and 
those already outstanding, would 
be made legal tender, and all 
eventually would be redeemable in 
gold. 

Behind the bill, say Somers and

TOKIO, Feb. 23—Foreign Minis- 
ter Uchida instructed Japanese en- 
voys in Washington, London, Paris, 
Rome and Berlin today to inform 
the governments in those capitals 
of Japan’s plans in Jehol Province 
and North China. These are to an- 
nex Jehol to the State of Manchu- 
kuo but not to invade North China 
Proper unless Chinese reprisals 
force such action. 
The Foreign Office pointed out 
there was “real danger” of attacks 
on the Japanese garrison at 
Tientsin and “a massacre” of Japa- 
nese in Peiping.

Says Congress Would Be Cowardly to Sur- 
render Its Constitutional Responsibilities.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 
Senator Borah (Rep.), of Idaho, 
objects to talk of a dictator for 
the United States to deal with the 


present economic situation. 
Instead, he thinks that what is 

needed is a program and a policy 

to be executed by the President 


and Congress under existing con- 


stitutional powers. 

He expressed his views in a letter 
yesterday to M. C. Migel, president 
of the American Silk Spinning Co., 
of Providence, R. I. 

Migel had suggested to Borah 
that he propose, if he had “cour- 
age” that President-elect Roose- 
velt be given “dictatorial powers 
under the constitution” during the 
economic emergency. 

Replying, Borah asserted that if 
Congress ever granted dictatorial 
powers he would expect Roosevelt 
to “fling it back in the chattering 
teeth of a pusillanimous Congress 
with the reminder that he was the 
President of the United States and 
not its dictator.” 

No Place for Dictator. 

“There is no niche or corner 
within the fabric of this govern- 
ment,” Borah added, “within which 
Congress can place a dictator and 
there is no way or method by 
which Congress can confer dicta- 
toral powers without the cowardly 
betrayal of its constitutional ob- 
ligations. 

“And beyond Congress is a Su- 
preme Court which has not yet suf- 
fered an attack of this flabby 
Americanism.” 

Borah asserted further the con- 
stitution framers did’ not contem- 
plate “there would ever come a

time when the American people 
would brook the presence of a dic- 
tator or connive at the bestowal 
upon anyone of dictatorial powers.” 

“They were not of that breed of 
men,” he said. “And I should hope 
that if Congress should ever under- 
take to confer dictatorial powers, 
they would have at least a spasm 
of virtue for a sufficient length 
of time to enable them to resign 
and permit their constituents to 
elect men to fill their places. 

“Finally, there is not the slight- 
est need of dictatorial powers. 
There are ample powers within the 
constitution, ample authority with- 
in the fundamental law, which will 
enable the President and the Con- 
gress to do all things which are 
necessary to be done in order to 
meet this exigency and deal with 
this great emergency. 

No Lack of Power Involved. 


“It is not the want of powers 
that is involved; it is the failure 
to use the constitutional powers 
which we have. 


“The bestowal of unconstitution- 
al powers would not help in the 
least unless there is a program, 
a policy, through and by means of 
which we may deal with this 
situation. And if there is suchsa 
program and such a policy, there 
are ample constitutional powers to 
carry them out.” 0 


Referring to Migel’s statement, 
“if you have the courage,” Borah 
said: “I am frank to confess to 
you that I haven’t the courage to 
make any such motion, to say 
nothing of a lingering respect for 
our institutions and hereditary

Calls Present Plan “World's 
Worst“; Would Eliminate

LOS ANGELES, Feb. 23.—A plan 
to put the National Government be- 
hind every dollar deposited in 
banks as a guarantee against losses 
is advocated by William Gibbs Mc- 
Adoo, United States Senator-elect 
from California.

Neville Chamberlain Points Out Ne- 
cessity for Guarding Against 
Fluctuations in Sterling.

LONDON, Feb. 23. — Neville 
Chamberlain, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, inferentially explained re- 
cent gold purchases by the Bank 


of England to a questioner in the 
House of Commons today by setting 
out the necessity for guarding as 
far as possible against wide fluc- 
tuations in sterling. 

Prefacing his explanation by 
noting that details of the Govern- 
ment's exchange equalization ac- 
count are not published, the Chan- 
cellor continued: “It is common 
knowledge that for various reasons 
large sums of foreign money have 
been coming here recently which 
are bad money in the sense we can- 
not rely on retaining them. If no 
precautions were taken, these capi- 
tal movements would result in a 
sharp rise in sterling, followed later 
by sharp falls. 

“No one doubts it is in the gen- 
eral interest that these fluctuations, 
which are very harmful to trade, 
should be limited as far as possi- 
ble, but it is not desirable to state 
what methods are to be taken to 
check them.“ 

Chamberlain said it would be im- 
proper to regard the purchases in 
question as permanent additions to 
the bank's gold reserve, which could 
be used for external purposes. 


Says Germany Is Willing to 
Go to Any Length to 
Further Ideal of Disarma- 


ment.

BERLIN, Feb. 23. — Chancellor 
Adolf Hitler yesterday discussed 
the question of disarmament. 

“We are willing to go to any 
lengths to further the ideal of dis- 
armament,” he told the Associated 
Press. Then he continued: 

“But we insist that the same 
standards shall apply for all. Do 
away altogether with armies, if you 
please, and Germany will gladly 
scrap hers also.” 

This declaration by the new Chan- 
cellor was one of the marginal 
notes, so to speak, emphasizing the 
points in a written memorandum 
which he handed the correspondent 


Lat the conclusion of the interview. 


Written questions had been put to 
him previously with the under- 
standing that he would reply to 
those he deemed timely. 
Friendship With U. 8. 

“You have submitted a number 
of questions,” said Hitler. To some 
I shall reply quite briefly, whereas 
I wish to discuss compulsory labor 
service and the militia at more 
length. 

“First, our relation to America. 
The attitude of the National Gov- 
ernment of Germany toward the 
United States is, as could not be 
imagined otherwise, one of honest 
friendship. 

“Second, you ask whether I still 
adhere to my viewpoint, expressed 
in an interview with the Associated 
Press in December, 1931, that pri- 
vate debts incurred abroad must 
under all circumstances be paid. 
My attitude on this question has 
remained the same and I adhere to 
it exactly today also. I have never 
left doubt, however, in anybody’s 
mind that the question of paying 
debts is not only one of wanting to, 
but also one of being able to. 

“Above all, the debtor from whom 
one is to get money back must not 
first be annihilated by political or 
economic measures. 

‘Third, as to what Germany ex- 
pects from the world economic con- 
ference: I should like to hope that 
the coming world economic confer- 
ence will find real means and ways 
of restoring to a sane basis busi- 
ness and industrial life which have 
got into bad disorder.” 

Aid for Agriculture. 

Hitler added that he preferred 
at this time not to divulge what 
program the German delegation 
would present. With some skepti- 
cism he pointed out, however, that 
Germany often had been disappoint- 
ed at world conferences. 

He further said that Germany 
did not resort to protective mea- 
sures for agriculture, which may 
indirectly lead to limitation of for- 
eign trade, because Germany 
wanted to keep foreign products 
out but because German farmers 
simply would go to pieces if not 
given effective help. 7 

The Chancellor now reached the 
two problems that seem particular- 
ly close to his heart. Outwardly 
this was noticeable in the almost 
complete change in attitude which 
came over him. While he had given 
previous answers and uttered pre- 
vious asides in a calm conversa- 
tional tone, his voice now grew

Counsel for Senate Com- 
mittee Investigating in 
Louisiana Replies to Sena- 
tor’s Charges.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23—A de- 
tense against vitriolic charges by 
Senator Huey P. Long (Dem.) 
Louisiana, has been presented by 
Gen. Samuel T. Ansell, retired, 
with an indication the next round 
will come in the courts. 

At the same time an unsuccess- 
ful attempt was made by Chairman 
Howell (Rep.), Nebraska, of the 
special campaign funds commit- 
tee looking into the 1932 Louisiana 
Democratic senatorial primary to 
press for action a request for more 
money to continue the inquiry. 


Ansell, counsel for the commit- 
tee, made his reply to Long’s ac- 
cusations in a statement put into 
the Congressional Record by Sena- 
tor Bailey (Dem.), North Carolina, 
who explained he was a constituent 
and a native of North Carolina. 

A paragraph on the bottom of 
the statement, in which Ansell said 
he goon would take advantage in 
the courts of Long’s promise on 
the floor to waive his senatorial 
immunity for libel suits, was edited 
out by Bailey before the statement 
went into the record. He gave no 
explanation. 


The Bergdoll Accusation. 


Opening his answer, Ansell said 
Long had “revived accusations con- 
clusively proven to be false at the 
time they were uttered many years 
ago,” and throughout refrained 
from replying to the bitter personal 
appellations heaped on him by the 
Senator in a three-hour speech. 

As for Long’s accusation that he 
engineered the escape of Grover 
Cleveland Bergdoll, the draft dodg- 
er, from prison, which caused Long 
to label him “the pot of gold at- 
torney,” Ansell said this was not a 
true picture of his part in the case. 

He explained Bergdoll’s counsel 
had told him Bergdoll had money 
hiden in various places and wanted 
to leave prison under guard and 
get it and was asked to present the 
matter to the War Department, 
continuing: 

“This I did in writing, stating 
that the representations were 
those of reputable Philadelphia at- 
torneys whom I believed, but be- 
yond that I myself knew nothing. 

“Knew Nothing Further.” 

“The War Department granted 
the authority, and, without confer- 
ence with me and without my 
knowledge, itself prescribed the 
size of the military guard, selected 
the soldiers who comprised it and 
gave the soldiers all their orders. 
I knew nothing further about the 
matter and was never in the slight- 
est touch with it.” 

As chief law officer of the army 
during the war, Ansell continued, 
he “incurred the enmity of certain 
high-ranking militarists and cer- 
tain political and fireside patriots 
by insisting that military power 
should never encroach on civil 
rights.” This enmity, he said, also 
was based on his efforts for revi- 
sion of the articles of war, and 
for acting as counsel after the war 
for a House committee investigat- 
ing military expenditures. |

— As aid to 
farmers, uniforms of German po- 
licemen, railwaymen and postal em- 
ployes henceforth will be made of a 
homegrown woolen mixture, a gov- 
ernmental spokesman said last 
night.

Some Facts for 

In previous editorials urging the Legislature to 
bass the bill to incorporate the Missouri bar, we have 
discussed in outline form the desirable features of 
this d reform. We pointed out that under the 
law the bar, the great part of which is hon- 
orable, would have the lawful authority to formulate 
and enforce rules of conduct as a means for bringing 
its unsocfal element under control. The more fully 
the people of Missouri understand the manner in 
which the bill would improve conditions, the greater 
becomes public sentiment in its behalf. | 

The Legislature shows an indisposition to pass the 
bill, which has been twice voted down in the House. 
We feel that this is because the legislators, particu- 
larly those out in the State, do not understand the 
perilous plight of society in the dig cities. In both 
California and Oklahoma, such legislation was ac 
complished only when the legislators became con- 
vinced that, except for such a safeguard, neither life 
nor property in any considerable city could be secure. 
It is in the city that rats in the law, like all other 
rats, are most numerous and fattest. | 

Let us consider the difference between disbarment 
proceedings as they are now practiced and as they 
would be under the proposed State bar act. The case, 
we will say, is that of a St. Louis lawyer who has 
placed perjured testimony on the witness stand in a 
damage suit case. Opposing counsel has shown that 
the statement of the witness is a deliberate falsifica- 
tion, and that the plaintiff's lawyer knows it to be 
such. Obviously, this is an instance in which an 
officer of the court, for every lawyer holds that post, 
has been proved faithless to his trust. Obviously, 
disciplinary action is in order. 

Under present procedure, someone interested in the 
purification of the bar would first need to volunteer 
the information to the Grievance Committee of the 
St. Louis Bar Association. Reference to the member- 
ship records would probably show that the offending 
lawyer is not a member of the Bar Association. Law- 
yers who make a habit of such practices have no in- 
terest in the attempts of bar associations to raise 
professional standards. Thus, if the lawyer is not a 
member of the organization, he cannot be reproved or 
suspended. All the Grievance Committee can do is 
to decide to hold a hearing. 

The date of the hearing arrives, but since the com- 

mittee has no power to compel witnesses to attend, 
the lawyer who placed the perjured testimony on 
the stand does not appear. It is the play without 
Hamlet. Or perhaps the offending lawyer attends 
but refuses to testify or produce papers or documents 
which the Grievance Committee needs in establish- 
ing its case. Thus, the agency of the Bar Associa- 
tion, even when disposed to prosecute to the fullest, 
is frequently defeated at the outset. 
But, we will say, the Grievance Committee, never- 
theless, decides to go ahead. Suit for disbarment is 
then filed, most likely in the Missouri Supreme Court. 
It might be filed in the St. Louis Circuit Court, but 
by taking it to Jefferson City the case is removed 
from local feeling, personal attachments and political 
connections likely to exist in St. Louis. The court 
then appoints a commissioner and makes an order on 
the Bar Association for funds to cover the taking of 
testimony and incidental expenses. In contested pro- 
ceedings, the costs are sure to reach $1000. 

If there were no other drawback to the present pro- 
cedure, this item of expense would still constitute an 
almost prohibitory handicap. A voluntary organiza-

Thus, at the pres- 
rent, disbarment is not only no one’s responsibility 
and productive of poor results, it is a costly under- 
taking in money and time for an organization whose 
means are limited. ; 

All this would be changed by the proposed State 
bar act. At the outset, every licensed attorney in 
Missouri would automatically become a member of an 
organization whose authorized machinery calls for a 
board of governors, with the power to formulate and 
enforce rules of professional conduct for all the 
lawyers of the State, Every lawyer, therefore, would 
become a part of a State-wide movement to purify his 
profession. Once the rules were approved by the 
Missouri Supreme Court, it would be the duty of all 
members of the State bar to observe the code or 
run the risk of reproval, reprimand or suspension. 

This establishment of degrees of punishment for 
infractions of the rules would be an improvement 
over the present plan of disbarment or nothing. There 
is often hesitation about instituting disbarment pro- 
ceedings, when formal reprimand would be read- 
ily forthcoming. It would algo give the incorporat- 
ed bar a device for securing publicity for reprimands 
and reproofs, which would be certain to have a bene- 
ficial effect. ‘ | 

Under the proposed bar act, it would be made the 
duty of local administrative committees in the court 
districts to watch for violations of the rules of con- 
duct and the State statutes regarding the practice of 
law, to receive and investigate complaints as to the 
conduct of members, to make findings and to re- 
port recommendations to the State Bar's Board of 
Governors. Unlike the grievance committees of the 
voluntary bar associations, these administrative com- 
mittees would have the power to administer oaths, 
compel the attendance of witnesses and the produc- 
tion of papers and documents. Moreover, they would 
be supported by a penalty clause providing that any- 
one who refused to appear and testify would be sub- 
ject to a fine ranging to $500, each refusal to con- 
stitute a separate offense. 

Should a district committee find a lawyer guilty of 
practices warranting disbarment, it woyld so recom- 
mend to the Missouri Supreme Court, which would 
review the testimony and in due course pass final 
judgment. This in itself should constitute suffi- 
cient guarantee to any member of the bar that his 
rights would be protected. Every lawyer must sub- 
mit his cases, in ordinary practice, to the authority 
of the highest court, if so required. By the same

What the proposed State bar act would do, then, 
in regard to the purification of this great profes- 
sion would be to establish an orderly channel for 
accomplishing a work now performed only with great 
difficulty. The dar and the people both stand to 
benefit—the people through the elevation of legal 
standards, the bar through the higher popular esteem 
which would naturally result. There is no conjecture 
about it. It has been tried in several of the states, 
and it works.

The Roosevelt administration confronts the diffi- 
cult task of adapting its policy to these changed con- 
ditions. It cannot, as did the Cleveland and Wilson 
administrations, merely reduce tariffs in a more or 
less horizontal fashion, Mr. Hull was a horizontalist, 
if that term may be used; but it is plain that when 
we undertake with foreign countries those concilia- 
tory negotiations which are promised as a means of 
facilitating trade among the nations, he is going to 
find that mere horizontalism is not going to meet

That we will have 
a first-class display of Jovian pyrotechnics is as cer- 
tain as that the wrath of the Montana Senator has 
been steadily rising. It has been rising, in fact, 
ever since he, as only a member of the com- 
mittee investigating the oil scandal, had to take it 
out of the chairman's hands and make it one of our 
political classics.

The Verdict of the League 


ered this verdict can save Japan. It goes 
without saying that when Japan desires that 


F the report on Manchuria submitted by 
| the Committee of Nineteen is adopted by 

the Assembly of the League of Nations, 
Japan will find herself in a position never 
before occupied by a great Power. Her ac- 
tions since the fatal night of Sept. 18, 1931, 
will stand condemned by the organized opin- 
ion of mankind, and the consummation of 
her policy will have been outlawed. The 
policy of no great Power has ever before 
been so unanimously denounced. Never 
before has any nation’s course been so de- 
liberately and so formally judged. The moral 
isolation of Japan is unparalleled in the 
history of the modern world. 

There is no likelihood, of course, that the 
verdict will arrest the Japanese advance in- 
to Jehol Province or bring about any im- 
mediate reversal of the Manchurian policy. 
For a while, isolation is more likely to in- 
tensify nationalist feeling and to cause the 
army, which appears to have captured the 
Japanese Government and the support of the 
people, to carry on to the bitter end. 

The Minister of War, Gen. Araki, as quot- 
ed in a special dispatch to the Herald Trib- 
une, has probably revealed the true state of 
affairs when he says that if the Japanese 
soldiers, “who are now at the height of their 
courage and energy, break down, it will be 
impossible to carry out military operations 
which require them to sacrifice their lives, 
The iron must be struck while it is hot.” 
This sounds very much like a confession 
that the militarist leaders have brought the 
army to a pitch of nervous instability, where 
further conquests are the only safeguard 
against demoralization and perhaps against 
revolution. The German Army was in such 
condition in 1917, when the great gamble of 
the submarine war was undertaken. The 
alternatives were more victory or collapse. 

We must be prepared, therefore, to see the 
Japanese continue their advance and to in- 
crease their defiance. Apart from the for- 
mal registration of the verdict, with which 
the United States is, through the Stimson 
policy, morally associated, no other action 
would seem to be required for the present.

It has been a slow and laborious b

It must be remembered, too, that there is 
no other great Rower which is as isolated as 
Japan, and therefore so little subject to the.

HE largest room in the world, 
T: proverb says, is room for 

improvement. This is an en- 
couraging thought, just now, to 
owners Of property on Morgan 
srect, two sections of which are 
to be Widened this summer, to 
create a new 80-foot traffic high- 
way from Commission Row to 
Grand boulevard and the West 
End. 

For years and years, it has been 
manifest that there was a great 
deal of room for improvement on 
Morgan street. Its coming habili- 
tation will not be, so much as some 
other street improvements, a case 
of restoring former glories. Mor- 
gan street, in its downtown por- 
tion, did not have very much glory, 
and its prominence was chiefly in 
the police records. 

Its name, given in honor of Gen. 
Daniel Morgan, Revolutionary 
hero, was one of the best things 
about it. Bet in World War days, 
the street’s western section was re- 
named after a more recent hero, 
Private Thomas F. Enright, one of 
the first three Americans killed at 
the front in France. This came 
about through the renaming of 
Von Versen avenue, which became 
Enright west of Kingshighway, 
and the extending of Enright east 
to the Grand avenue of that day, 
to include what had been West 
Morgan street. 

Once Called Oak Street. 

South of Morgan street, in ear- 
lier days, was Greene street, named 
for another Revolutionary general. 
This name came to be spelled 
Green, and was changed in time 
to Lucas avenue. Morgan and

They were Oak street and Prune 
street respectively, under the first 
street naming ordinance of the 
City of St. Louis, passed in 1826.

The company expects that 
if the tax does not exceed $6 a 
barrel it will be possible to retail 
an 8-ounch glass of beer for 5 
cents.

Miller said the bank, which is not 
connected with the Manchester 
Bank in St. Louls at 4011 Chouteau 
avenue, had about $382,000 in de- 
posits when closed. This amount 
has been reduced about 40 per cent 
under the reopening plan. The 
bank was not placed in the hards 
of State banking authorities.

SYNOPSIS 


As this chapter opens, Tunney’s 
on the floor (in a narrative 
sense) taking that much mooted 
“long count” during the seventh 
round of his return fight with 
Dempsey at Chicago on Septem- 
ber 22, 1927. The reluctant Jack 
finally has been shooed to “the 
farthest neutral corner’ while 
Referee Dave Barry has suspend- 
ed the count, in accordance with 
the rule, for a disputed number 
of seconds. Gene is planning 
what to do when he gets up while 
waiting for the referee’s shout of 
“Nine!” Tunney remembers 
Dempsey’s illegal “rabbit punch.“ 


CHAPTER FORTY. 

I decided that I must avoid 
allowing Dempsey to close in on me 
when I got up. I remembered that 
in the early part of the fight, as 
I feinted him and moved away, he 
would flounder after me. This was 
the cue to my safest course: To get 
up and make him chase me. This 
was my decision. 


To the average person the possi- 
bility of all this thinking, weighing, 
rejecting and deciding seems in- 
credible in so short a space of time. 
Considw*ag that thought in the 
normal person is instantaneous, I 
can readily understand the develop- 
ment of a faculty for emergency 
thinking. 

Resilience, precision and decisive- 
ness were needed. My years of 
training had provided them. De- 
termined to get the last part of a 
second that was mine, I rose as the 
referee raised his hand to say— 
4 ˙EœEœREN!“ 

There has been 
question about the length of time I 
was on the floor. Many newspaper 
men at the ringside said that the 
referee lost two seconds in taking 


Dempsey from behind me and put- 


ting him Mito a neutral corner. Leo 
Flynn, Dempsey’s chief second, said 
that the stop-watch in his corner 
registered 14 seconds, from the time 
I went down until 1 got up. It was 
agreed by all the experts to accept 
Flynn’s timing. Even photographs 
were taken of this magic watch, the 
next day, registering 14 seconds. 
Wonderful provision and thought- 
fulness there, dear Percival! I have 
never found out what the official 
time-keeper’s watch registered. It 
did not matter. 


Never Before Nine. 


Realizing, as do all professional 
boxers, that the first nine seconds 
of a knockdown belong to the man 
who is on the floor, I never had any 
thought of getting up before the 
referee said “Nine!” Only badly 
dazed boxers who have momentarily 
lost consciousness, and “show-offs” 
fail to take the nine seconds that 
are theirs. No boxer that I have 
ever known has carried a stop- 
watch on his wrist going into the 
ring. Boxers always go by the ref- 
eree’s timing. Whether 29 seconds 
or nine seconds Lad elapsed when 
the referee said “NINE!” would 
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have made no difference to me. My 
signal to get off the floor was the 
count—- nine! The action of the 
referee in not taking up the count 
immediately when I went on the 
floor, regardless of where Dempsey 
was, is another question. 

Now the promoters and enthusi- 
asts of boxing say it is one of the 
noblest of the sports. I will not 
gainsay that. Occasionally this is 
my belief. All sports are governed 
by certain rules. When games cease 
to have rules, they become jumhled 
up happenings that cannot be listed 
as sports. 

Football, tennis, baseball, swim- 
ming, golf and all the popular 
sports have rules by which the con- 
testants abide. There is usually an 
arbiter in the form of an umpire 
or referee to see that the rules are 
enforced. Dave Barry, in his refusal 
to count until Dempsey had moved 
from behind me and had gone to a 
neutral corner, was merely enforc- 
ing the rules insisted upon by Leo 
Flynn, Dempsey’s manager, and 
agreed upon by the promoter, the 
commissioners and the boxers. Any 
other action of Barry’s would have 
been in direct contradiction of the 
Illinois Boxing Commission rules, 
under which we boxed that night.

has the Illinois Boxing Commission 
or any other commission to change 
the established tradition with re- 
gard to knockdowns? For the 
benefit of those individuals who live 
by tradition, I will say, “By the 
same right that Washington 
changed the form of Government 
of the 13 colonies, or by the same 
prerogative that the Marquis of 
Queensberry exercised when he 
changed the London prize-ring rules 
to a new. code named after him- 
self.“ In the Marquis of Queens 
berry rules it was compulsory for 
the man scoring a knockdown to 
step back 10 feet and not advance 
until the fallen foe gained his feet. 

Each state makes its own rules, 
which become a part of the law 
legalizing boxing. There is very lit- 
tle of the original Queensberry code 
in the various states’ rules govern- 
ing boxing. But each state has 1s 
part of the law the clause regard- 
ing a knockdown, so that it be- 
comes not only an “unsporting” 
thing to stand behind a fallen op- 
ponent, but unlawful. 

Had Dempsey and I been boxing 
under the old London prize-ring 
rules, the round would have ended 
at the knockdown and I would have 
had 38 seconds in which to come to 
scratch. The matches under the 
old London prize-ring rules were 
always to a finish with bare 
knuckles. The only virtue about 
this kind of fighting, was that it 
put each man to the final test. 

They were most boring spec- 
tacles, however, for after the 
hands got sore and disabled the 
contestants became wrestlers. 
These 10-round fights for the 
world’s heavyweight championship 
are entirely too short in which to 
establish the really better man. 
They are decidedly disadvantage- 
ous to the skillful man who goes 
on the principle of the constant 
drop of water wearing away the 
stone. It could only be by sheer 
accident that a man of my style 
could knock out a man of Demp- 
sey’s strength, resistance and cour- 
age inside of 10 rounds. Fifteen 
rounds is the minimum number of 
rounds in which a man can estab- 
lish his superiority as a champion 
fighter unless a knockout inter- 
venes. However, I am in favor of 
20-round matches for heavyweight 
championships. 

“Your legs are fine,” was the 
first thought I had after rising. 
Dempsey was darting toward me 
from the corner. He was crotiching 
forward. His head was about four 
feet from the floor. A savage scowl 
covered his face as he looked up 
from below his heavy eyebrows. 
With his right hand up as a guard, 
the left hand dragged along the 
floor until he got within hitting 
distance. 

“This time,” I said to myself, 
“you will catch that left and not be 
sucker enough to walk into it 
again!” ä 

I waited until it got three-quar- 
ters of the way on its course and 
then picked it off. In doing so I 
started to circle to his right. This 
was to stay out of the way of his 
left hook.

NE day, years ago, it was 

my sad duty to go and say

The earth was still frech 
over the little sleeper, and at 
the head of the grave the moth- 
er had set out a sprig of “live- 
forever,” as it is called. Those 
big, burly men gathered about 
the tiny grave and looked down. 

Not a word was uttered, but 
every eye was soft and dreamy 
when we turned away. Some- 
thing had touched us deeply, 
something more than the pathos 
of a babe born in a city slum to 
sleep in the potters’ field. No 
logic, no learning prompted that 
mother to plant a flower at the 
grave of her babe. Her act was 
as artless as it was lovely, done 
at the bidding of her heart, fol- 
lowing the faith of her race. 

This is the account which 
life gives of itself, when it is 
untutored and unspoiled.

With the advance in our knowl- 
edge of vitamins the question has 
been raised as to whether the pas- 
teurization or heating of milk does 
not adversely affect the healthful 
and growth-promoting properties of 
milk. 

While certified raw milk is avail- 
able, it is usually substantially more 
costly than pasteurized milk and 
relatively unavailable to the largest 
number of milk consumers. 

Recently an extensive field study 
was carried on by 
Public Health to determine 
whether children who drink raw 
milk thrive better than those who 
drink heated milk. The study in- 
cluded many thousands of children 
from 10 months to 6 years of age. 
When the groups were compared, 
no significant difference was found 
to exist between the average weight 
of children who had received heated 
milk and those who had received
